The Kulkarni reference does not disclose "visual representation including at least one network segment each visually 
distinguished from any other at least one network segment included in the visual representation. 

The examiner respectfully submits: 

The Kulkarni reference does teach the claimed limitation. 

Col. 2, lines 12-27 and col. 3, lines 42-47 of Kulkarni illustrate the system managing the nodes and various information about 
the nodes like associated views and plurality of network management users displaying views of the nodes. Views can be updated or 
changed based on input data and relationships such as parent relationships can be changed and viewed. Figure 2 illustrates a tree style 
visual representation of the nodes and the segments show the relationships between corresponding nodes. You can see the child of a 
parent and how it is associated visually distinguished between a node and a different parent node. Figure 4a-4c is another form of 
viewing the nodes and the user can see logical or physical display of the system. Applicant's claim language is too broad to overcome 
cited portions of Kulkarni.. 
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
